1 . I am a co-inventor of the subject matter described and claimed in the U.S. 
Patent Application Serial No. 10/576,149, filed on January 23, 2007 entitled, "Use of 
Hedgehog Pathway Inhibitors in Small-Cell Lung Cancer", which is a 35 USC § 371 National 
Stage application of PCT Application No. PCT/US2004/34534 filed October 20, 2004; which 
claims the benefit under 35 USC § 1 19(e) to U.S. Application Serial No. 60/512,651 filed 
October 20, 2003.

Burkholder, Baolin Wang, Philip A. Beachy, and Stephen B. Baylin. With the exception of 
myself, D. Neil Watkins, David M. Berman, and Stephen B. Baylin, the other co-authors of the 
reference did not contribute to the mental conception of the present invention, but rather 
performed the various experiments which were conceived and designed by the true inventors.
